Revivalists. 


The woi-k of Messrs. MoO'ly anil San- 


k'ev in producing n religious excitement 
in'London and other English cities is 
daily reported to us by ocean telegraph. 
A somewhat similar, though more quiet, 
effort is going on here, under Mr. Vor- 
lev. The close of winter aud beginning j 
of" spring is the ordinary season for these 
religious excitements, and n year of de- 
pression in business, or of public ca- 
lamity, U the one iu which they are 
most "likely to Ihvivc. There is much 
that is absnrd rind extravagant about 
these outbreaks of popular sympathy in 
regard to religion. They seem to be- j 
long to another wcrld from tlie ordinary j 
world of bnsine-ss nromulns, ov from the j 
thought which moves the scientific part I 
of tho community. 
The speakers and 


movers in them hare conceptions of xe- 
ligion or philosophy which hfive long 
ceased with thinking persons. They re- 
sort to means of popular excitement, 
which reason condemns. The persons 
who are affected by the epidemic of sym- 
pathy often do or profess what after- 
ward disgusts them in cold sobriety. 
Sometimes they react from religious fer- 
vor into skepticism anil immorality. The i 
soul of man seems sometimes after these | 
"revivals," as they are called, to have j 
been surfeited and overladen with un- 
natural stimulants, and finally to reject 
even healthy truth in its morbid condi- 
tion. 


Yet, with all these defects, we arc in- 


clined to believe that "revivals" have 
their uses. It cannot be said of this age 
that it has too much religious belief. 
On the contrary, it is an age of skepti- 
cism and indifference. The trouble with 
the majority of people is that they care 
nothing about the unseen realities. Sci- 
ence is gradually sappir.g faith, especi- 
ally ftmong the "professors" on one 
hand, and the thoughtless aud nuedu- i 
coted on the other. ' Materialism is eat- j 
ing away caiirestuess. The interests of 
the day arc so absorbing that most per-! 
sousdoiiot trouble therusolves with what I 
is intangible and invisible. They may 
even go through with religions forms and 
ceremonies, but it is with scarcely more 
sense of their real meaning than had Ci- 
cero's augurs of the rites of Roman wor- 
ship. It is not so much unbelief—with 
the masses—us indifference, which kills 
religion. 
Now, tho veriest skeptic who 


still believes in the eternal principles 
of morality, must rejoice nt anything 
which can arouse the cold and dull 
sense of this age to "things not seen and 
eternal." Whatever touches the reli- 
gions sentiment and conscience touches 
the whole moral nature pi the man. lie- 
ligion, if it have the faintest semblance 
of its appropriate and natural power, 
must make men better pdrents and more 
faithful children, truer iu all relations of 
the family, more honest P.S business men 
aud public spirited as citizens. Men are 
moved to realize all other grand senti- 
ments and principles bv great waves of 
sympathy. 
Our public meetings and 


orations and addresses at the beginning 
of the ivar were efforts at a "revival" of I 
patriotism. Temperance has at times 
been equally impressed on a whole com- 
munity by such excited efforts. Many 
men are exceedingly torpid and almost 
dead to truths which do not affect their 
every day interests. Even the extrava- 
gance of" n revivalist maybe useful in 
arousing them. 


Moreover, the refined and fastidious 


classes are too apt to judge of the masses 
of men by their own feelings. The 
truth is, the great majority of mankind | 
are neither refined nor fastidious. 
But j 


they have a dumb sense of their great! 
wants, and they hear (dadly anything 
which will arouse them from torpor and 
indifference. 
Mr. Moody's theological 


extravagances, Mr. Farley's sentimental 
appeals, or Mr. Bf echer s epigrams do 
not ofi'end them. They core little about 
manner, if the troth reaches them. The 
reformers of the world have never been 
nice and fastidious scholars and elegant 
orators. They have been rough men 
often, using plain words and making ex- 
travagant statements. The cultured Ro- 
man scholars of the time of Nero must 
have regarded the diction and manner of 
Peter and Paul much as many of us re- 
gard Moody, Varley, or Beecher. His- 
tory holds manners an of small account. 
The only thing which will be hereafter 
considered will be: How much troth 
did these men inculcate, and what moral 
effects did they leave behind ? Ft r a 
permanent influence, the action of these 
revivalists would be very much to be 
deprecated. Itistoo sensational,gaiish, 
and stimulating. It appeals too little to 
reason. But as a temporary tonic to a 
public mind made torpid and inactive 
through long devotion to material inter- 
ests, it may be useful. Anything is 
likely to be useful which summons man 
from the worship of dollars and cents to 
the consideration of the vast questions 
which affect his future state.—Aeio York 
Faptr.
